Has not tho war between Kussl 


and 'Japan now reached a point where 
the other 
IcndlnK 
nations 
of tho 


•world may properly Htep In to dcmani 
a cessation of hostilities and a con 
elusion

upon ' equitable 


terms? 
A war 'of these dimensions 


affects not only tho two countries 
illrcctly Involved, but also the neutral 
nations. It Is a disturbance of the 
business of the whole 
world and a 


drain "upon Its resources. Russia anil 
Japan have been permitted to flght 
over territory of another country for 
the past six months. Tho war has 
resulted In a fearful loss of life and 
property. It has probably already 
cost tho two 
nations Immediately 


concerned $300,000.000; what Its \n 
direct Injury has been to the bust 
ness of the. world cannot be estimat- 
ed. The proprcss of the war has re- 
sulted In a succession 
of victories* 


for the Japanese. They have prac- 
tically destroyed the navy of Rtisnla 
and Inflicted a crushing' blow upon 
HH arn.y. 


It will probably be a delicate mat- 


ter for any one of the neutral nations 
now to step In for the purpose of se- 
curing pence. Certainly the United 
States could hardly take the Initiative

note from

While war has lonj; been recog- 


nized ns a great clvlllzer. It IB also 
a great calamity. Russia and Japan 
will outlive the conflict In spite of 
the great sacrifice which Ix'mado and
